Downtown Merchants 
Caught In Middle 


It is both hopeless and un 
necessary 
for 
merchants 
of 
downtown 
business 
areas 
in 
small towns to compete with the 
large-volume shopping centers, 
a Marin County planner told 
Fairfax businessmen yesterday. 


Albert 
Solnit. chief of the 
county’s advanced planning sec­ 
tion, told the shop owners they 
can and do fare quite well “ pro­ 
viding goods and services on a 
human scale, with individually 
operated shops in a cozy, unpre­ 
tentious place to shop ” 


The age of the city's business 
district should be considered an 
asset, not a liability, he indi­ 
cated. 
“ There is evidence all around 
that we are now riding a great 
wave of nostalgia. People are 
interested in getting something 
that has been touched by human 
hands. They want more in their 
lives that is hand-crafted, hu­ 
man-scaled." Solnit asserted. 


Speaking at a luncheon meet­ 
ing of the Fairfax Merchants 
Assn., Solnit also presented a 
graph which he said may indi­ 
cate just how much good busi­ 


ness has been and can be for 
Fairfax. 
Figures on the chart com­ 
pared. 
among 
several 
Marin 
cities, the amount of taxable 
sales, divided by the number of 
city residents, in proportion to 
the number of businesses in the 
, cities. 
In the period from 1960 to 
1965. he said, Fairfax scored 
highest, with S12 to $13 per busi­ 
ness per person living in town. 
Mill Valley was next, ranging 
from $10 to $12. Novato $7. San 
Anselmo $5 or $6. and San Ra­ 
fael had $3 to $5.

means.” he said, “ bid it seems 
to 
indicate Fairfax 
is doing 
well.” 
He said the city’s “ image” is 
important for the business dis­ 
trict. because people have a 
special notion about the place 
where they live and shop. 
“ I think the board of super­ 
visors was surprised by this 
fact.” he said, “ when the people 
of Sleepy Hollow told them re­ 
cently. 'We don't mind honking 
horns on Waldo, as long as. 
when we get home, it is a place 


like Sleepy Hollow. We don’t 
want Sleepy Hollow made ac­ 
cessible ’ ” 
He related that the planning 
department, under contract with 
Fairfax to develop a master plan 
for the city, has received the 
following suggestions from Fair­ 
fax residents on the future of 
the downtown area: 
It should have the atmosphere 
of a village. Commerce should 
be 
restricted to the present 
downtown area and buildings 
there should be restricted to a 
two-storv height limit. Empha­ 
sis should be on restoration 
rather than modernization. The 
area should be landscaped. 
“ The present downtown center 
of Fairfax is unique.” he said, 
“ but unfortunately, it still falls 
short of distinction. You have to 
strive for both class and style.”

Saturn's Powerful Rocket 
Booster Test Big Success 


BAY 
SAINT 
LOUIS, 
Miss. 
(APi — The mightiest rocket 
booster ever tested by this na­ 
tion strained against its shack­ 
les with a million pounds of 
thrust today in the first success­ 
ful captive firing of a flight 
model. 


The S-II-I, troublesome sec­ 
ond stage of the Saturn 5 rocket 
designed to carry American as­ 
tronauts to the moon, was ignit­ 
ed four months later than was 
first scheduled. 
Space officials termed the six- 
minute static test an apparent 
success and said it occurred 
within the timetable of the “ big 
picture” — to land a man on the 
moon by 1970. 
The firing test simulated the 


duties of the S-II-I, which will 
be to ignite after the first stage 
takes it to an altitude of about 
40 miles. It will push the 47-ton 
Apollo moonship to 100 miles 
high at speed of over 4.800 miles 
an hour. 
Another static firing will be 
made in 10 days. If that one is 
successful, the stage will be 
shipped to Cape Kennedy to 
take its place atop the even 
larger first stage. 


The Saturn 5. when assem­ 
bled. will be more than 300 feet 
tall.

Off-Beat Philosophies Are 


Spreading Across The Bay 


A couple of years ago. Uni­ 
versity ot California at Berkeley 
achieved 
worldwide 
notoriety 
because of goings-on that had 
begun rather innocuous campus 
speeches in behalf of off-beat 
philosophies. 


It was the year of a presi­ 
dential campaign, and prominent 
politicians of one party objected 
because 
a 
long-standing 
but 
long-ignored 
university 
r ul e 
against political speech-making 
on campus was violated by the 
other party. 


OUT OF THIS combination 
grew the famous free speech 
controversy. Marinites sat back 
in comfortable apartheid and 
“ tch'd! tch'd!” properly over 
the nonsense across the bay as 
university officials debated in­ 
effectually over what to do about 
rebellious students. 
The students, with consider­ 
able advice 
from off-campus 
agitators and under the osten­ 
sible leadership of the persuasive 


Mario Savio. went from speech- 
making to rioting. They mobbed 
and wrecked a police car. hold­ 
ing its occupant captive. Still 
nothing effectual was done. They 
took over a university building 
in mob defiance of authority, 
and 
screamed 
“ foul:” 
when 
minions of the law descended 
on them and dragged several 
hundred off to jail. 


The stink was bad enough to 
play a considerable part two 
years later in the election of a 
Hollywood actor named Ronald 
Reagan to the governorship of 
California. 


IT WAS ALL most improper 
But Marin residents, safely iso­ 
lated from Berkeley's barefoot 
longhairs by the water barrier 
of San Pablo Bay. assured them­ 
selves smugly that “ it can't 
happen here.” 
Maybe not. But the ingredients 
arc showing up. 
There are plenty of the bare­ 
foot 
longhairs 
at 
College 
of 


Marin 
College authorities are 
chary about enforcing any rule 
of dress or grooming, feeling 
this would be regarded as “ kid 
stuff ” 
by 
their 
more-or-less 
grownup students—as indeed it 
would. 
Long hair, unkempt clothes, 
and bare feet or sandals do not 
constitute in themselves a rebel­ 
lion of significance. But some 
other recent happenings at the 
college may be more indicative 
of the trend. 


ITEM: On Nov. 15. the Plan­ 
ned Parenthood Assn. of Marin 
presented a discussion at the 
1 college. As almost anyone who 
knows college youth could have 
predicted, the question session 
i soon took on some of the aspects 
of the Kinsey Report. The Plan­ 
ned 
Parenthood 
people were 
quite unhappy afterward 


Item: On Nov. 29. Jefferson 
Polland. founder of the Sexual 
Freedom League (long active 
at Stanford and at that Awful 
Place Across the Bay), address­ 
ed the students, saying his or­ 
ganization welcomes Reagan's 
election as “ we can really use 
a nice, big persecution.” 
Item: The following day, a 
student panel on pre-marital sex 
was scheduled by the Associated 
Students. It was called off at 
the last minute—not because of 
administration 
objections, 
but 
because of a conflict with an­ 
other program. It will be re­ 
scheduled. student leaders in­ 
dicated. 


STRANGELY 
ENOUGH, on 
the night of Nov. 29 Mario Savio 


himself appeared at the college, 
but at a meeting attended large­ 
ly by adults and devoted to the 
New Politics’ opposition to the 
Viet Nam war. lie counseled no 
student uprising, and the pro­ 
gram on which he appeared was 
quite a few levels higher than 
that of Jefferson Polland. 
The following day. Patricia 
Maginnis. distributing flyers ad­ 
vertising her course in do-it- 
yourself abortion, was careful 
not to pass them out on the cam­ 
pus 
itself, 
instead 
doing 
so 
across College Avenue. She said 
she knew she could not pass out 
such material on school prop­ 
erty. 


SHE SHOULD HAVE asked 
In fact, she should have been 
there a day sooner. Jefferson 
Polland doubtless would ha\e 
helped pass out the advertising 


The U.C. uproar got out of 
hand because university author­ 
ities hesitated to interfere with 
students’ “ free speech.” 


There was a time when at­ 
tendance at college carried with 
it the responsibility of abiding 
by the school's rules. Disobey 
the rules, and out you went. 


Maybe that was stifling to 
young egos. But its results did 
not create “ adult backlash.” 


An “ Educational Management 
Information System" in Pennsyl­ 
vania will eventually put 500 
school districts and 14 colleges 
into direct communication with 
a central computer located in 
the state capital.

Redwoods 


Spread Told 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP»—Giant 
redwoods, once known only in 
California, are thriving now in 
24 countries around the world 
and on live continents, the Cali­ 
fornia Redwood Assn. said yes­ 
terday. 
The association, completing a 
worldwide survey of forestry 
agencies, found the emigrating 
redwoods t Sequoia sempervir- 
ensi growing best in climates 
like that of the 15-county area 
of their origin—foggy, damp, but 
mild. 
Misty 
Wales, 
for 
example, 
contains the heaviest timbered 
area in Britain and the fastest 
growing coniferous forest in Eu­ 
rope. the association reported. 
Residents of the Wye Valley 
district in Scotland objected to 
redwood plantings, a British for­ 
ester reported. 
“ They reduce the amenity val­ 
ue” of the landscape with out- 
of-proportion height and foreign 
appearance, said the Scots. 
The survey showed that plan­ 
tations do well at higher eleva­ 
tions in the tropics. Some 109- 
footers are growing in Hawaii's 
Honaunau Forest at temperate 
2.000 to 6.000-foot levels.

The spokesman said Soviet 
officials said the embassy's re­ 
quest for Wortham's release on 
bail could not be considered be­ 
fore the court takes up his case.

‘ We are very pleased he did 
this,*’ said Rev. James E. Sy­ 
mons of St. Andrew Presbyteri­ 
an Church, Marin City, “ but our 
hope is that this is not the end ; 
of it. There are still 63 men on 
Death Row waiting for t h e i r j 
day. I hope the governor does 
all he can before leaving office 
and I hope the pressure does 
not stop when Reagan takes of­ 
fice.” 
CLERGY PETITIONS 
Reverend Symons and seven 
other clergymen and laymen 
from Marin County churches 
signed a petition Nov. 22, asking 
Brown to use “ maximum execu­ 
tive clemency” for the Death 
Row prisoners. 
Yesterday. Brown said he will 
commute to life in prison, with­ 
out chance of parole, the death 
s e n t e n c e of Ernest Leroy 
Jacobson, 
36. 
convicted 
of 
drowning his 2-year-old dauth- 
ter in Los Angeles in 1964. 
A majority of the State Su­ 
preme Court justices must ap­ 
prove the governor's decision, 
since Jacobson was twice con­ 
victed of felonies. The court has 
rarelv overruled such a decision 


for granted and he is aware 
that the action has to be ap­ 
proved by the supreme court. 
The men of the row were pleas­ 
ed. They’ve been concerned that 
if one goes, they’ll all go.” 
Brown, in commuting the sen­ 
tence, said the clemency hear­ 
ing for Jacobson held Tuesday 
showed he killed his daughter 
“ while befogged with liquor . . . 
I ’m convinced the best interests 
of justice would be served by 
commuting this sentence.” 
Brown will hear another ap­ 
peal for clemency in Sacramen­ 
to on Monday, from Dovie C. 
Mathis, 20, convicted of a San 
Jose holdup-murder and slated 
to die Dec. 14. 
ULLNER S VIEWS 
Frederick L.. Ullner of Santa 
Venetia. who organized the Com­ 
mittee for Abolition of Capital 
Punishment and is asking that 
Brown commute all sentences 
of men on Death Row, said: 
“ A lot of our hard work and 
effort has borne fruit. We will 
continue to try and persuade 
Brown to commute the sentence 
of the other men on the row. If 
anyone comes up for execution 
under the Reagan regime, we 
will sit-in at his office.” 
Rev. John D. Riley

St. 


Paul’s Episcopal Church in San 
Rafael, another who signed the 
clergymen’s petition, said: 
“ We are very happy about it. 
This is what we hoped the gov­ 
ernor would do. not only fo r 
Jacobson, but for the other 3 
men on the row. One of his last 
remarks in his election cam­ 
paign was that he would like to 
be remembered as the compas­ 
sionate governor. This is one 
way to ensure that.” 
OTHERS PLEASED

Valley: “ I ’m very glad he did 
it and I wr o u 1 d h o p e t h a t 
he c o u l d c o m m u t e the 
sentences of the rest of them.

rent to taking a life.” 
Rev. Bliss W. Bellinger of 
Faith Lutheran Church 
said:

Dr. Blake, a frequent critic of 
U.S. foreign policy , told a news 
conference: “ The war on pov er­ 
ty is much the more hopeful 
war the U.S. administration is 
currently engaged upon. The 
heart of the Viet Nam problem, 
from the point of v iew of the 
United States, is that we hav e 
tended for too long to base for­ 
eign policy on simple opposition 
to the ex pansion of commu­ 
nism.” 
Dr. Blake said that under his 
leadership tjie World Council 
will “ alway s encourage’’ dia- j 
legues between Christianity and 
communism. He said the differ- j 
ences between the two sides do 
not mean that both cannot profit ! 
from 
“ intellectual 
conv ersa-1 
tion.” 
OTHER CHURCHES 
He called on the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church to join with the oth­ 
er Christian churches in a gen­ 
eral world peace offensiv e. 
The World Council embodies I 
more than 200 Protestant.

Orthodox and Old Catholic 
churches in some 80 countries.

A few y ears ago we receiv ed the 
following letter: “ My sister's daugh­ 
ter has ringworm of the scalp. 
My 
children are inv ited to a party she is 
giv ing for her y oungster. Her doctor 
said the condition is contagious and 
she is quite put out because I won't 
let them go. Would y ou adv ise me 
to ex pose my children to ringworm?” 
No, because the causativ e fungi 
are easily passed from child to child. 
Some ringworm organisms also 
are transmitted by animals and, 
in rural areas, certain cereals 
harbor the fungi. At any rate 
to keep peace in the family we 
hope they postponed the ev ent 
until the disease was brought 
under control.

Misfits.” 
The immediate question that 
has

here 
in 
Hollywood 
is 
whether 
the 
documentary should have been 
made 
because

personal nature, and whether it 
was 
therefore 
a 
tasteless 
project. The very idea that 
Hollywood, of all places, should 
be concerned with tastelessness 
is positively hysterical because 
it has been one of the film 
j industry’s chief assets. Further-

\ imagine the life of a movie sex 
; goddess without such a quality 
I —despite Miss Monroe’s child­ 
like, touching appeal in real life, 
; and her later gallant attempts 
' at an escape from the tasteless 
| environment. 
No—it seemed somehow right j

commercial 
television, j 
J whose wholly mass approach 
and 
glorification 
of 
instant 
celebrities comprise the most 
destructive force of our times 
against 
taste, 
should 
have 
presented 
this 
documentary. 
! And no, honestly, I don’t think 
the 
hour 
wras 
a 
tasteless 
endeavor, f don’t think Huston 
would have been any part of it 
if it had been. I think, in fact, 
that Terry Sanders, the produ-, 
cer-director who also wrote the i 
script with Theodore Strauss.! 
did 
an 
exceptional 
job 
in 
assembling the story of Miss 
Monroe’s endless, tragic pursuit j 
of herself, although an hour is j 
not enough time. 
Where the documentary often 
stood out was in its unspoken, 
visual editorial comments. As 
an example, there were scenes 
illustrating the sheer embar­ 
rassment of participating 
in 
almost any kind of Hollywood 
press conference involving a 
star. Another example, there 
was a sample of the sickening 
experience of having to inter­ 


view a celebrity who is in 
distress. To interview anyone in 
distress is bad enough, but too 
often a meeting with celebrities 
under such conditions collapses 
inescapably into a tragicomedy. 
It is simply awful. 


MISUNDERSTANDING

Legislature Need To Take 
Longer Look At Road Deaths

S A C K A M E M O i CNS) 
—T h e r e appears to be no 
sound or compelling reason 
why 3.975 persons died in traf­ 
fic 
accidents 
on 
California 
highways during the first ten 
months of 1966, but this is the 
cumulative total as announced 
by the California Highway Pa­ 
trol. 


This marked an increase of 
some 10 per cent over the 
deaths recorded in 1965. when 
3.757 
p e r s o n s died on the 


state’s roads and highways. 
In 
October 
alone 
of 
this 
year, 445 persons were killed, 
against 417 in the same month 
last year, and in the areas su­ 
pervised 
by 
the 
CUP. 
the 
death increase amounted to 
16.5 per cent over last year. 


STATISTICS ON traffic fa­ 
talities have become so com­ 
monplace that they are not 
given 
much 
attention 
these 
days. A catastrophe of the 
same death volume immediate­ 
ly would be a matter of state­ 
wide concern, yet the highway 


death 
rate 
increases 
every 
year, and not much is done to 
halt the growing percentages 
of fatalities each year. 
For some 20 years, gover­ 
nors of California have called 
safety conferences. Supposedly 
the best brains in the state 
gather together at the Capitol, 
discuss the matter, and make 
recommendations 
for 
traffic 
safety. So far. their warnings 
and 
recommendations 
have 
amounted to not much more 
than words, although some of 
their work may have helped 
to keep the percentage increase 
lower than its ultimate poten­ 
tial. 


Some of the blame for the 
rising death rate of course is 
the heavy increase in traffic 
in California. 


YET LAWS governing the 
driving of automobiles in this 
state are remarkably loose. 
Drivers' licenses are available 
to almost anyone, except the 
obviously decrepit and men­ 
tally unfit. 
And only short 
terms of penalty are allocated 
for law violations which patent-

ly indicate a driver is not ca­ 
pable of using the public high­ 
ways. 
In fact, in comparison with 
the requirements for piloting 
an airplane, requirements for 
o b t a i n i n g an automomile 
driver’s

Attempts are being made to 


blame some of the accident 
rate on unsafe automobiles. 
Yet it can be said from ex­ 


perience that no automobile is 
safer than its driver, no mat­ 
ter how well put together, or 
how many safety devices have 
been incorporated thereon. 


IT WOULD almost appear as 
though the state legislature has 
littie or no concern over the 
increasing death rate, the in­ 
jury rate, the broken homes 
resulting from fatalities, and 
to those not directly involved, 
tlie increasing insurance rates 
the careful and safe driver 
must 
pay 
to 
be 
protected 
against at least money loss 
from accidents caused by per­ 
sons unfit to drive on the 
highways. 


The legislature temporizes 
with strict requirements for 
driving while deaths increase, 
undertakers make money, hos­ 
pitals use space urgently nec­ 
essary for persons who are 
really sick, and insurance com­ 
panies get rich. 
It could be possible the next 
legislative session will take a 
longer look at the driver situa­ 
tion.

Election Story Held 


Comment, Not News 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


This letter is belated but the 
point. I believe, is important 
enough to be considered at any 
time. 
On Wednesday Nov. 9. your 
paper ran a front page item 
headed “ Marin 
Goes 
Along 
With the Winners,” which con­ 
tinues with a one-sentenee par­ 
agraph repeating the head, fol­ 
lowed by: “ In a near-record 
turnout the Marin voters gave 
majorities to every victor in 
the state's Repubiican-domin- 
ated election. . . .” 
Apparently whoever wrote 
this item was using the idea 
of “ voting for a winner” to 
unify the article, as a theme. 
This in itself is quite usual and 
legitimate, but I feel his choice 
was a poor one. especially for 
a widely read newspaper, and 
I wonder why the editor let it 
pass. 
We Americans have the tend­ 
ency anyway to regard elec­ 
tions as a sort of horse race 
or popularity poll or tug-of- 
war, where pride that “ my 
side ” or “ the one I like best’’ 
or “ my horse” won is a stake 
in the game. Elections are of 
a different color, since we vote 
for an event which will contin­ 
ue afterwards not for two min­ 
utes or a week, but for two 
or four years. I feel that such 
reporting only reinforces this 
gamesmanship attitude. 
It is interesting that Marin 
County has been so average in 
relation to the rest of the state 
in this election. I would like 
to know why. 1 think no one 
would argue, however, that 
such analysis belongs on the 
editorial page or with the let­ 
ters to the editor: that is, that 
as clear a distinction as pos­ 
sible should be made in a 
newspaper between “ informa­ 
tion” and “ opinion.” The read­ 
ers should be warned. 
In this case. I believe, the 
subtlety 
of 
the 
distinction 
makes such reporting especial­ 
ly dangerous. The bias possibly 
was difficult for the editor to 
detect because it fits so neatly 
into his own. In cold fact, how­ 
ever. is that there are no “ win­ 
ners in an election. An election 
is only a beginning, and after 
that, even if “ my candidate” 
is in office. I have won nothing 
until some need of mine that 
can be satisfied through politi­ 
cal channels is satisfied.

As LB J Struggles With Huge 


Budget, He's Thinking Ahead 


WASHINGTON - Remem 
ber those days—they seem a 
long way off—when President 
Johnson was running around 
the White House, turning off 
the lights to save money? 
You don’t hear much about 
that any more. But things 
have been going up all over, 
living costs, wages, prices and 
even the cost of the war in 
Viet Nam. 


Another four weeks and it 
will be b e l l - r i n g i n g time, 
Christmastime. But down on 
Johnson's Texas ranch, from 
now until Christmas, it will be 
hand-wringing 
t i me , 
usual 
every year about now. as John­ 
son sweats to cut spending. 


BUT SPENDING is going up. 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
last budget sent to Congress 
in January, 1963—for the 1964 
fiscal year, beginning July 1. 
1963. and ending June 30. 1964 
—called for spending $98.802 
billion. 


When Johnson took over the 
presidency about this time in 
1963, he had to tug and tus­ 
sle with the figures to ready 
the budget he had to submit to 
Congress in January, 1964. for 
fiscal 1965. 


He really sweated over that 
one. He wanted to keep his 
budget lower than Kennedy’s, 
which would be a kind of mir­ 
acle, if he could. And. by jin­ 
go. he did. His budget, $97.9 
billion, was just a little less 
than $1 billion below Kenne­ 
dy’s. 


BUT E V E R Y T H I N G was 
inching along, living costs and 
all that, just a little up and up, 
and we were getting a little 
deeper into the Vietnamese 
war. which was not inexpen­ 
sive. 


Then came November and 
December. 1964. and Johnson 
went through the tug-and-tus- 
sle about his budget for Con­ 
gress in early 1965 lor fiscal 
1966. 


He bustled and battled but it 
turned out his budget was $99 7 


billion, which was just a little 
below $1 billion over Kennedy's 
last budget, and $1.8 billion 
over his o w ti budget of the pre­ 
vious year. 
But by this time the United 
States was getting up to its 
neck in the war. 
Once again came that time 
of the fiscal Turkish bath on 
the Johnson ranch—November 
and December. 1965—with the 
war getting bigger and all the 
expenses of the “ Great Socie­ 
ty” program, which Congress 
had passed earlier in the year 
to worry about. 


SO. WHILE Johnson may have 
lost weight sweating about the 
spending, the spending itself 
got fatter and in January. 1966. 
when Johnson submitted his 
budget for fiscal 1967. it turned 
out to be $112.8 billion. 
Now once more Johnson is 
down at the ranch, getting his 
budget ready for fiscal 1968. 
And it won’t be surprising ii 
the budget doesn't come out 
at something like $125 billion. 
There has been talk it might. 
Meanwhile, the economy is 
in a kind of tantrum which even 
the experts are having a time 
trying to analyze. 
There's inflation 
American 
defense costs, including the 
war costs, are going up. But 
new housing starts are at their 
lowest point in 20 years. Auto­ 
mobile manufacturers h a v e 
cut back production. So in 
some w a y s Americans are 
spending more money, and in 
some ways they’re not. 


JOHNSON HAS been given a 
lot of advice, much of it free, 
that one of the very best ways 
to stop inflation is to raise in­ 
come taxes, which is one of 
the very best ways to make 
a lot of people unhappy. 
Johnson, who is probably 
thinking of running for re- 
election in 1968. isn’t enthusi­ 
astic about making people un­ 
happy. But he has to worry 
about inflation an£ the econo­ 
my first. So he is thinking it 
over.

WASHINGTON—Undersecre­ 
tary of State Nicholas Katzen- 
bach is apparently a glutton for 
punishment. 


The 
former attorney gen­ 
eral has. at his own request, 
tackled the extremely thorny 
job of trying to persuade the 
Senate to approve the long- 
stalled agreement between the 
U.S. and Russia to set up con­ 
sular offices in their countries. 
A leading opponent of this 
treaty is F B I Director J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover. The outspoken dis­ 
approval of the militant anti­ 
communist has been largely 
responsible for the Senate's 
failure to consider this pact, 
negotiated by the State De­ 
partment with President John­ 
son's warm support. 


State 
Department 
insiders 
say Katzenbach requested per­ 
mission to lead a drive for Sen­ 
ate ratification of the con­ 
sular agreement in order to 
force a showdown with Hoover 
over whether internal securi­ 
ty or foreign policy should de­ 
termine relations with the So­ 
viet. 


KATZENBACH, who singled 
out Yuri Tchernjakov, coun­ 
selor at the Russian embassy, 
as one of the first to be in­ 
formed of this, argues that 
now is the time to expand 
U. S.-Soviet cooperation, and 
ratification of the treaty would 
be a tangible and effective 
step in that direction. 


Since taking over the No. 2 
position in State, Katzenbach 
has 
consistently sided 
with 
Llew’ellyn Thompson, newly- 
appointed ambassador to Mos-

cow and a leading exponent 
of developing closer ties with 
Russia for the purpose of mu­ 
tually countering Red China. 
Aides of Sen. Thomas Dodd, 
D-Conn., leader ot the Senate 
foes of the pact, say Hoover 
is eager to appear before the 
foreign Relations Committee 
to present a detailed account of 
how Soviet consulates will be 
used to increase espionage in 
the U. S. 


A PARTICULAR Hoover tar­ 
get is Article 19 that grants 
immunity from criminal prose­ 
cution to all employees of Rus­ 
sian consulates. Moscow in­ 
sisted on this provision before 
agreeing to the treaty. 
It is claimed by Hoover this 
is unprecedented in U. S. con­ 
sular agreements. Such pacts 
with other countries grant im­ 
munity only on misdemeanors, 
and not felonies. 


If this article remains in the 
treaty, an FBI estimate given 
Senator Dodd holds that “ more 
than 400 Soviet espionage and 
intelligence agents assigned to 
proposed consulates in New 
York. Chicago, Detroit and Los 
Angeles would be guaranteed 
immunity from prosecution.” 


Moscow has indicated that if 
the pact is approved, it will 
seek to open consulates in 
these four cities. In contrast to 
these plans, the State Depart­ 
ment intends to open only one 
in Leningrad. 


WHEN THE KREMLIN ini­ 
tially proposed the immunity 
provision, Hoover vigorously 
dissented on the ground it 
would open the way for Russia 
to set up a virtual “ fifth col­ 
umn ’ without fear of prosecu­ 
tion. 


Under the agreement, the 
only recourse the U.S. would 
have in the event a Russian 
spy was apprehended would be 
to deport him. Hoover contend­ 
ed this would greatly work to 
the advantage of the Soviet as 
the U.S. meticulously bars its 
consulates 
from 
intelligence 
activities. 


Katzenbach. 
then 
attorney 
general, overruled Hoover. At 
the 
State 
Department’s 
re­ 
quest, Katzenbach participated 
in the negotiations on the con­ 
sular treaty, and reportedly 
assisted in drafting Article 19. 
Senator Dodd has strong bi­ 
partisan support in the com­ 
mittee in opposing the pact.

It Hard To Stand By Decisions 


San 
Anselmo 
Councilman 
Duane C. Ragan has lately 
taken to invoking “ the wis­ 
dom of Solomon” to aid the 
council 
in 
its 
weighty de­ 
cisions, but if a classical al­ 
lusion is at all appropriate 
for the council’s actions, an 
allusion to Hamlet might be 
closer. 
It’s not just that the council- 
men seem to have trouble 
reading decisions—a problem 
common to any committee of 
more than one—San Anselmo’s 
city fathers have trouble keep­ 
ing decisions made once they 
have been reached. 
I suppose it’s in keeping 
with the spirit of the age that 
there is nothing absolute about 
a council decision. 
They condemned two build­ 
ings recently, one unless it 
was fixed up, the other uncon­ 
ditionally, without the owner’s 
having the alternative of fix­ 
ing it up. 


BOTH OWNERS were noti­ 
fied that their buildings would 
be discussed, but neither came 
to the meeting at which their 
buildings were condemned. 
One of the owners, Harry 
Cordone, apparently wise to 
the ways of the council, start­ 
ed fixing his building — the 
building the council had de­ 
cided could not be fixed—the 
day after the council condemn­ 
ed it. And sure enough, at a 
later meeting on Cordone’s re­ 
quest, the council decided he 
could fix it up after all. 
The other owner, Norman 


Gilroy, ignored the council for 


s e v e r a l meetings after his 
house at 21 Loma Robles Drive 


was condemned, waiting right 
up to the deadline the council 
had set to have the building 
either fixed or torn down be­ 
fore he finally came to a 
council meeting. And the coun­ 
cil decided he did not even 


have to repair the building— 
he had only to board it up and 
remove any safety hazards to 
children who might find it an 
“ attractive nuisance.” 


THEN OF COURSE there’s 
the MacArthur case. To have 
or not to have the right to 
employ a two-piece rock ‘n’ 
roll band at MacArthur's Res­ 
taurant at 218 Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard. 
Neighbors said the noise kept 
them awake. The council said 


owner D o n a l d MacArthur 
should sound-proof the place. 
He did, but the neighbors at 
another meeting said it still 
kept them awake. The city 
fathers told MacArthur to get 
rid of the band. He did, but 
appealed at the next council 
session to get the band back. 
The council decided, since they 
had been considering the ques­ 
tion for four council sessions 
by that time, that maybe they 
should really look into the mat­ 
ter themselves. 


THEY SAID M a c A r t h u r 
could have his band back just 
long enough for the councilmen 
to see how it sounded. They 
did. and it didn’t sound that 
bad. 
So a special meeting was 
called for tonight to settle the 
question once and for all — 
maybe. 
It’s too bad, really, that the 
San Anselmo city fathers can’t 
please all the people all the 
time—they certainly try.

BUT ALAS! This time the 
extremists in both camps dis­ 
play more intransigence than 
the Viet Cong, and I fear 
there’s no rest for the weary. 
Liberal Democrats are so used 
to winning that they have al­ 
together forgotten the art of 
losing gracefully, and continue 
to 
hurl 
Molotov 
cocktails; 
while their counterparts in the 


G O P have taken a leaf from 
U.S. foreign policy and are 
fully prepared to yield at the 
conference table all they won 
in the field. 
Pat Brown is one of the few 


losers who has showTi any will­ 
ingness to give as well as take. 
He has promised Governor- 


elect Reagan both that he 
would give him his full sup­ 
port and at the same time 
keep a watchful eye on him. 
In 
maintenance 
of 
this 
pledge, Pat has been making 
some 50 lame duck appoint­ 
ments of deserving Democrats 
who may be counted on to 
watch the new Governor, but 
has considerately included one 
Republican, a municipal court 
judge, whom he has raised to 
a $30,000 post as a member of 
the California District Court of 
Appeal. That the judge hap­ 
pens to be Pat’s brother is 
undoubtedly just a happy co­ 
incidence. 


INCIDENTALLY, one Cali­ 
fornia pollster has come up 
with an intriguing explanation 
of why his final poll, published 
the day before election, failed 
to predict the extent of the 
Republican sweep here and 
even made a bad guess on 
some key races. 
It was, he says, the unde­ 
cided voters—those who an­ 
swer “ I don’t know” to the 
questioner — who were respon­ 
sible. There they were on the 
fence till the very last minute, 
droves of them apparently, 
when suddenly they all rushed 
to the polls like lemmings and 
voted Republican. 
I ’m glad to have this cleared 
up, so that now I can read the 
pollsters 
more 
intelligently. 
These boys get to only a hand- 


ful of people and a more ac­ 
curate record of their sampling 
would go something like this:

Don’t know

And the thing to remember 
is that it is the pollsters who 
don’t know, not the voters. The : 
computers are infallible, but 
they can’t give better informa­ 
tion than they get. 


A NOTE FROM an Indian­ 
apolis reader who served as 
election judge illustrates what 
may happen when voters don’t 
play ball with the machine. 
Her district, she reports, went 
Democratic for the first time in 
some 16 years, and two union 
leaders were completely dumb­ 
founded 
by 
the 
tabulation. 
They had come early to make 
sure all their eligible members 
had voted, but the latter had 
apparently not obeyed orders. 
“ We don’t understand it,” they 
moaned. 
I have a veritable avalanche 
of letters from angered con­ 
servatives who dispute the ob­ 
jective analysis of the liberal 
commentators who find the 
election a clarion call for the 
nomination of Romney by the 
GOP in 1968. 
I n d e e d , 
to 
hear 
these 


worthies tell it in the communi­ 
cations media, you would think 
that was what we had been 


voting on. And you might feel 


that LB J and Hubert ( who was 
Acting President for almost 
tw'o hours) ought to do the 
decent thing and resigp and 
let 
Romney and 
Javits be 
sworn in in their stead. 
Yet last year, many of these 
same people—who had not vot­ 
ed GOP since McKinley, if 
then—were whooping 
it for 
New York's Lindsay as the 
Moses who would lead the Re­ 
publicans out of the wilder­ 
ness. 


MY OWN observation is that 
most Republicans are current­ 
ly busy deciding what to get 
Aunt Nellie for Christmas and 
haven’t given a thought to 1968. 
So when e v e n Dr. Gallup 
comes up with Romney 34, Nix­ 
on 22, Reagan 13, etc., remem­ 
ber the GOP “ don’t know” still 
lead the roost by some 35.000,- 
000 or so. 
Let’s take one election at a 
time. Unless, of course, you're 
ready to substitute the compu­ 
ters for people. And I thought 
that was precisely what we 
had just voted overwhelmingly 
against.
